OSWEOO, N. T., Dec. 3.—The follow- 
ing are the details of the wreck of the 
Ariadne, reported in yesterday's dis 
patches: One of the severest storms of 
wind and snow that has ever visited this 
•ection swept over 
Lake 
Ontario, 
Wednesday night. 
By nightfall it was 
blowing at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour. 
Bockets were sent up by the life 
saving crew from the piers and hnge 
bonfires were kept constantly burning on 
the blufis along the lake front to guide 
the storm tossed vessels into port. 


About 8 o'clock a large black vessel 
was discovered through the snow, drift- 
ing past the mouth of the harbor. 
Her 
main mast was gone and her crew was 
burning signals of distress from her 
decks. A tug boat tried to reach her, 
but was nearly swamped in the endeav- 
or to put back into harbor. 
Clearing 
away the disabled rigging they got a 
portion of her main sail set and headed 
her for the foot of the lake. 
About 3 
o'clock Thursday morning the vessel 
struck on a reef abont twenty milesfrom 
this port. The crew lashed themselves to 
the forward rigging, where they were 
discovered at daylight by the farmers on 
shore. 


The nearest life saving station was 
nine miles distant, 
the roads were 
blocked with snow and it was nearly 
noon when the life boat arrived, drawn, 
by horses. 
It was impossible to launch 
the life boat on account of the surf and a 
mortar was sent for. 
It was after 3 
o'clock when it arrived and the only 
portion of the schooner then out of water 
was the bows upon which could be seen 
three men, the body of one of whom 
proved to be Capt. Hugh McKay, of 
Toronto, Ont., who dropped from the 
forward rigging into the lake and dinap- 
peared. 
When the life line was shot 
over the schooner from the shore the men 
were too much exhausted to make it fast 
for some time. 
At last one poor fellow, 
who was seen clinging to the mast, let 
go his hold and, grabbing the life line, 
took a turn around the spar, and the life 
savers were quickly aboard the ill-faked 
vessel. The poor fellow who had roused 
himself sufficiently^4io make the line fast 
was washed overboard by a huge wave, 
but grasped a piece of the wreckage and 
was tossed insensible upon the shore.. 
His two companions were found lashed 
in the fore-rigging UDConscious and bad> 
ly frozen and were sent ashore in the 
ife boat. Two sailors were found lashed 
to the capstan frozen dead and one body 
was seen in the forecastle. 
The life 
saving crew found it impossible to res* 
cue the bodies, and with the two uncon> 
scions sailors left the wreck. 
The res- 
cued men were taken to a farm house 
and a physician sent for, but it is feared 
that they cannot recover. 


Ghioaoo, Dec. 3.—Last Tuesday the 
schooner Boys Farr left Muskegon for 
Chicago with a load of slabs.

nesday afternoon she went ashore on the 
beach near Michigan City, Ind., and her 
crew reached this port this morning. 
They had a narrow escape from death 
and suffered greatly from the cold and 
exposure before reaching the shore.

WAsraNQTON, Deo. 3.—Commissioner 
Edgerton says that the report of the 
civil service commission called for by 
Senator Edmunds is about completed, 
and will make a voluminous document 
of at least 700 pages. 
It will contain 
everything in existence in relation to the 
subject and the commissioners think it 
will be very dry reading. 


They are formulating some changes 
in the practical workings of the system 
which will be submitted to the president, 
and which, it is believed, will increase 
the efficiency of the service. 
The rule 
in regard to age limitation .will be left 
aa it is, as also the rule relating to cer- 
tificates of the four highest names on 
the lists of candidates. 


Mr. Edgerton thinks that the pro- 
posed extension of the facilities for ex- 
amination in all the states will work ad- 
mirably. 
The report that there is any 
dissension in the oommissi(»i in regard 
tu the attitude of the commission toward 
alleged violators of the civil service 
rules is without any foundation. 
Congress meets next Monday. 
Chairman Eb Henderson, of the In- 
diana state democratic committee, was 
among the arrivals yesterday. He wants 
to succeed Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Haaen. 


Among the estimatea of the chief of 
engineers for the river and harbor bill 
are the following: Ohio river, $600,- 
000; falls of Ohio. $300,000; Indiana 
side, $30,000; Wabash river below Vin- 
cennes, ¿00,000; above Yincennes, $10,- 
000; White river, $175,000; Michigan 
City harbor, $153,000.

When accused 
of rifling letters he turned red and pale 
and great drops of sweat stood upon his 
brow as the stem words of accusation 
dropped from the lips ¿f Postmaster 
Blair. He said not a Word, but hung 
his head, and when asked to hand over 
all the money he had upon his person,

tears, 
confessed 
his 
guilt 
It 
was 
a 
sorrowful 
and 
af- 
fecting scene. First he handed over his 
pocket books which were empty, and 
then unpinned from the inside of his un- 
dershirt an official envelope which con- 
tained $87 in cash. He was then turned 
over to United States Marshal Waters 
who had him locked up in the county 
jail. 
Yesterday he was taken before 
United States Commissioner McQnewan. 
He testified under oath to having taken 
$1,364.78 from the mails during his term 
of service and that the thefts were prin< 
cipally committed dnring the past few 
months. He was held for trial at the 
next term of the United States court 
and the bail fixed* at $5,000 with two 
sureties. In default of bail he was com- 
mitted to the custody of the sheriff. 


A Big Mill Fire.

Ikdianapoms, Dec. 3.—The perma- 
nent organization of a state republican 
olnb to be called the Lincoln league, was 
ccmsummated at the meeting of repre- 
sentative men of the party from the va- 
rious districts. It is to be a sort of a 
fountain head foi county clubs. 
Ex- 
Govemor Porter presided, and both he 
and Senator Harrison made speeches. 
Walter Olds, of Columbia City, repre 
sents this district. 
Governor Porter 
gave $100 to the organization and made 
a speech. In it lurks trouble. He men- 
tioned the names of three leading candi- 
dates for president, Mr. Blaine, Sen- 
ator Herrison and Judge Greaham, eulo- 
gizing all of them, but Judge Gresham 
especially. Senator Harrison, it is un 
derstood, was considerably offended by 
this, not by any alleged effort on the 
part of Mr. Porter, iu behalf of anybody 
else, but because he had named him 
(Harriaon) as a presidential candidate, 
under the circumstances. He took oc- 
casion to say as much to Mr. Porter, 
claiming that there was neither reason, 
nor a demand for such a statement, and 
that it was in consequence, untimely and 
not in the best possible taste. Governor 
Porter disclaimed any intention to be of 
fensively personal and thus the matter 
rested. It created considerable feeling 
among their friends, and round the 
political headquarters nothing else was 
talked abont. 
Mr. Porter evidently 
wants to go to the United States senate 
and would like to kill Senator Harrison 
off. 


Ex-Senator Hillegass, of Huntington; 
H. C. Darnell, of Greencastle; William 
Mods, of Bloomfield, and Webster Dix- 
on, of Columbus, all candidates for sec- 
retary of the senate, are in the city. 


State Auditor Bice has returned home 
after a month's absence. 
He has been 
searching relief from rheumatic pains 
which struck him heavily upon the 
night of the election when the republican 
gains began to be heaid from. 
But, 
speaking seriously the auditor has had a 
severe attack and comes only partially 
relieved. There ought to be a revival of 
democratic interest in things now that 
Colonel Bice has returned, for no man in 
the party is more fertile in devices or 
better posted in politics. 
The colonel, 
however, says that he is out of polities 
and that so soon as he can get his an- 
nual report in shape and turn the audi- 
tor's office over to his succossor, he pro- 
poses to spend several months at Colo- 
rado Springs.

C A R R I E R pigeons have l>ten long an 
object of attention \o the Governments 
of Germany and France. 
In this lat- 
ter community the Minister of War 
lately directed a census of the carrier 
pigeons to be made, when it appared 
that at Lille there are 8,000; at Kou- 
bai.K, 15,000; at the little town of Wat- 
trelos, in tho Department of the Nord, 
there are ö^OOÜ, partly belonging to iu- 
diviuuals, i^arty to societies who en 
deavor to improve the quality of the 
birds. 
Attention is paid to the birds 
chiefly in tho manufacturing districts 
of the east and north. 
In Germany 
the War Department has 6,000 pigeons. 
There are about 101) associations that 
have about 15,000 birds. 
Independ- 
ently of business messages there are 
frequently flying matches, and it has 
been 
ascertained 
that 
every 
year 
some 
thousands 
of 
pigeons 
are 
lost 
in 
thos«» matches, or at least 
never arrive at their destination or 
return to 
their 
homes. 
There 
is 
an erroneous impression that carrier 
pigeons always find their way, but 
German experience at least is quite 
against this. 
It has beeu found that 
birds frequently fly, not straight from 
point to point, but making a detour by 
some place with which they are familiar. 
By direction of the German War OiJice 
Dr. G. H. Schneider, who has devoted 
much attention to carrier pigeons, is 
investigating the question of how they 
find their way. 
He is inclined to think 
it is purely a matter of training and 
habit. 
They will almost always go 
astray if taken to distant places or 
neighborhoods to which they are not 
accustomed.

Á é Foor Boy Who Grow Up to BMHI 
Frank Hard. 


J ^ b Rónieis was bom in Weissenbach, 
Bavaria, Dec. 1,18S5. In 1847 he came to 
America with his pwente, nettling at Bnffala 
Shonly afterward he began to earn his own 
living as a cabin boy on a Lake Erie steamer. 
In 1^6 he left the Jake and went to work as 
a train b(iggagenmnon the-Wabash railroad. 
By 1863 he had becoine a passenger conductor. 
In ! 1873 
he was 
iefpmeral bag- 
gage agent of the 
l i n e . 
T h e n h e 
climbed to the post 
oi depot master of 
the eastern division 
of 
the Wabash. 
Each of these posi- 
tions was full of 
responsibility« and 
promotion in every 
case was the result 
of honest, intelli- 
gent e n d e a v o r . 
JACOB BOMEia 
But Mr. Romeis, who, In the meantime, had 
settled in Toledo, O., was not satisfied with 
business success alone. 
He studied pub- 
lic affairs, and in 1874 his fitness to 
serve the people was recoCTiized by his 
fellow citizens, who made nim an alder- 
man. 
By 1879 he had become mayor, 
and he held that office until 1884, adminis- 
teiing the city's affairs with prudence and 
discretion. During his third term as mayor 
he was nominated for congress by the Re- 
publicans against Hon. Frank Hurd, the 
eminent free trader. The fight was a spirited 
one but Romeis won, as he did this year 
when nominated for a second term, despite 
his opponent's talents, adroitne.ss and po- 
litical experience. 
Romeis' majority this 
year was 1,486. 


Mr. Romeis' career should encourage poor 
young men, for it shows that in this broad 
land of oui-s any one who has talents and de- 
termination may win a prize in the great 
tournament we call human life. 


A Peculiar Railway Accident. 


"Talking about peculiar railway accidents," 
said Mr. Ward, of the Allen Paper Car Wheel 
company, "I want to tell you of an accident 
which happened up in Wisconsin some years 
ago. It was on the Stl Paul road, too. Now, 
I wasn't there and didn't see the wreck, but a 
man whom I know to be truthful was, and 
he told me all about it. A pafeenger train 
was running along one day when the conduc- 
tor, who was sitting next a window, happened 
to glance out, and he started up with a cry 
of amazement. 


" 'My God! there's a locomotive in the ditch.* 
"Just then he noticed that the speed of his 
ti*ain was slackened, and gently came to a stop. 
The conductor looked ahead and saw that 
there was no engine on his train. He ran 
back and saw that the locomotive in the ditcl 
was the one that had a few moments before 
been pulling his train. It had jumped the 
track, broken its couplings, and gone into 
the ditch without making so much as a jar. 
It had cleared the track so completely that 
the train bad passed by it. This is explained 
in this way: The moment the engine left the 
rails it was under full steam and momentimi. 
As it broke from the baggage car next to it 
it shot ahead with f eai-ful force. At the same 
instant the air brakes were set by the rupture 
of the pipecoupliiig, and the ti-ain's .speed be- 
gan to slacken. It is easy to see how it is all 
done, but I don't believe that such a thing 
ever occurred before or will ever occur again."

A few weelis ago Printer John Donahue, of 
Paterson. N. J., was comparatively unknown

And no wonder; 
for, as member of 
the ^'ew Jersey as- 
itnibly from the 
Set ond Passaic dis- 
triet, Mr. Donahue 
may east the elect- 
ing vote in the con- 
test for the seat of 
Sonator Sewell, the 
JUUN DONAH UK. 


Republican member from New Jersey, whose 
term is about to expire. 


Mr. Dohahue is a young man with a beard- 
less face. He was boi-n in Wales in 1859, but 
of Irish parentage. 
When 10 years old he 
came to America, settling in Paterson. Two 
year.s later ho began to earn his own living, 
working fii-st in a jute factory, then in a silk 
factory, and then as compositor on Rev. J. J. 
Cmran's Weekly Times. For two summers he 
has been employed by the bureau of statistics 
of labor and industries as enumerator. 
He is 
a Knight of Labor, and for four years has 
done much to further the order in Paterson. 
The majority given him over Brown on the 
first count was 73. The Republican majcnity 
in the district last year was 720.
